Congressmen finding many don't want $50 rebate 


WASHINGTON (U P I) — Do Americans really want $50 each from their 
government? Congressmen report a surprising number of voters are saying “ no.” 
Upset by growing federal deficits, a substantial segment of the public — although 
probably not a majority — would just as soon forget President Carter’s $50 per 
person tax rebate. 


The first major test of this sentiment was scheduled for late today or Friday in the 
House during consideration of a $12.7 billion tax bill which includes the rebate. 
Republicans plan a move that would kill the rebate plan in favor of a permanent tax 
cut. 


The Republican Policy Committee says this would “ reduce the tax burden on the 
working men and women of America and in doing so provide a more assured and long 
lasting economic stimulus than would result from a one-shot tax rebate.” 
Hanoi ready 


The loyalty of a 2-to-l Democratic Congress to a new Democratic president almost 
certainly will doom the GOP effort if nothing else does, although many Democrats 
report that they too are dissatisfied with the rebate plan. 
The tax stimulus bill is being considered under a rule which does not permit 
amendments, meaning the GOP move to recommit the bill in favor of the permanent 
cut will be the key vote. 
Assuming the GOP effort fails, here are the highlights of the bill the House will 
send to the Senate: 
— A rebate of $50 for each taxpayer and each dependent would be mailed this spr­ 
ing, with two limitations: no one would get more than actual 1976 taxes paid (those 
due this April 15) unless the taxpayer makes less than $8,000 and has children, and no 
one making more than $30,000 in total family income would get a rebate, with those 
making between $25,000 and $30,000 losing $1 of the rebate for every $100 of income

above $25,000. 
— Special $50 payments would go to every recipient of Social Security, Railroad 
Retirement. Supplemental Security Income, veterans and their widows on pensions, 
and black lung recipients who did not get a tax rebate. 


— Married couples who do not itemize deductions could claim a flat rate standard 
deduction of $3,000, compared with the current maximum $2,800. All single persons 
could claim the present maximum standard deduction of $2,400 This would be a 
small tax cut for all married couples and most single persons who use the standard 
deduction. 


— Companies who hire new employes above current employment levels could 
claim a tax credit of up to $1,680 for each employe, with a maximum credit of $10,000 
allowed for each company. 
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HONG KONG (U P I) - The Viet­ 
namese foreign ministry said today that 
Vietnam was “ ready to consider and 
solve with goodwill” the issue of 
Americans missing in action in the Viet­ 
nam War and the repatriation of remains 
of American dead. 
A ministry spokesman quoted by Hanoi 
Radio said the U.S. government “ should 
also adopt a similar attitude” toward 
problems concerning Vietnam. 
“ That is, the U.S. contribution to heal­ 
ing the wounds of war and to the postwar 
co n trib u tio n in V ie tn a m ,” the 
spokesman said. 
Hanoi radio quoted from an interview 
the spokesman gave to the official Viet­ 
nam News Agency in Ho Chi Minh city, 
formerly Saigon. 
The spokesman referred to a presiden­ 
tial committee being sent by President 
Carter to Hanoi in mid-March and said if 
the United States shows a proper con­ 
cern about Vietnam’s postwar construc­ 
tion the meeting would be “ fruitful and 


beneficial to both countries.” 
The spokesman was asked by VNA 
about a State Department statement that 
American law presently bans economic 
aid to Vietnam. 
“ As everyone knows, the reason why 
the outstanding postwar problems con­ 
cerning Vietnam and the United States 
have not been solved so far is the fact 
that the U.S. government, with its ob­ 
durate and absurd policy, has previously 
wanted to solve only the problem of sup­ 
plying news concerning the Americans 
missing in the Vietnam War but has no 
desire to solve the problem with which 
Vietnam is concerned, that is. the U.S. 
contribution to healing the wounds of 
war and to the postwar construction in 
Vietnam,” he said. 
“ The SRV government is ready to con­ 
sider and solve with a goodwill the 
problem of U.S. concern, that is, the ac­ 
counting of Americans missing in the 
Vietnam war and the repatriation of re­ 
mains of the dead Americans " 
Most U.S. missionaries 
will remain in Uganda 


NAIRO BI. Kenya (U P I) - Nearly all 
American missionaries plan to stay in 
Uganda, despite reports of more atrocit­ 
ies and the threat of further unpredic­ 
table actions by Presklent Idi Amin, 
church officials said today. 
Radio Uganda said today that Presi­ 
dent C arter has expressed “ ap­ 
preciation” to Amin for his assurances 
on the welfare of U.S. citizens, and asked 
Uganda’s president-for-life for sugges­ 
tions on how Americans wishing to leave 
the East African nation could do so. 
Although details could not be in­ 
dependently verified, 
reports from 
refugees of widespread atrocities and 
murders by Ugandan troops continued to 
filter into Kenya, which Amin has ac­ 
cused of aiding U.S.. British and Israeli 
mercenaries planning to invade Uganda. 
One religious teacher in the army who 
escaped three days ago said he had per­ 
sonally seen Amin’s troops round up 
scores of Acholi and Langi tribesmen in 
his barracks and march them away in 
handcuffs, apparently to be shot. 
A priest from Uganda said he knew of 
instances where troops shot patients 
from the same two tribes in their 
hospital beds. 
Scores of Ugandan refugees have 
reported similar atrocities by bands of

Rightists end 
Tokyo siege 


TOKYO (U P I) — Four rightist disci­ 
ples of a Japanese novelist who commit­ 
ted hara kiri in 1970 surrendered Friday 
morning after holding two men hostage 
for more than 11 hours in a demand that 
Japan return to prewar imperial- 
m ilitary rule. 
The rightists freed their hostages and 
emerged from behind a barricade they 
had set up with desks and chairs in the 
office of the president of the prestigious 
Keidanren, Japan's influential Federa­ 
tion of business organizations. 


The four raiders, followers of the late 
novelist Yukio Mishima, had stormed 
into the office of the federation 
—Japan's top business organization — 
Thursday afternoon, seized four hostages 
at swordpoint, and demanded that Japan 
go back to rule by the emperor and the 
military. 


Two of the hostages were released 
Thursday night after 4Mi hours cf cap­ 
tivity. 


The raiders surrendered shortly after 
Mishima's widow pleaded with them to 
free the remaining hostages and give 
themselves up.

County Planners ask Mission Hills, 
Village ground water status survey 


County split foe 
labels proposal 
'charade, folly' 


The County Water Agency has been 
asked to make a survey of the status of 
a v a ila b le ground w ater in the 
Vandenberg Village-Mission Hills area. 
The survey was requested by the 
County Planning Commission Wednes­ 
day following the circulation of a dis­ 
quieting report issued by the U.S. 
Geological Survey which raised ques­ 
tions regarding water resources in the 
area. 
C om m ission er C arol Nash of 
Vandenberg Village said she has been 
receiving many calls since the report has 
been generally circulated. She pointed 
out the “ greatest number is about the 
poor quality of the water 
Her motion to have the Board of Super­ 
visors seek such a survey was approved 


10-0 by the newly enlarged commission. 
The supervisors are directors of the 
Water Agency board and have the power 
to authorize such a survey. 
Mrs. Nash said the report, entitled 
“ Ground Water Resources in the Lom­ 
poc Area.” was issued by the USGS of­ 
fice in Menlo Park in April, 1976. “ but 
took a lot of time being published,” and 
presumably could be outdated in view of 
subsequent developments in the area. 
Among the observations in the report 
— Flow patterns in the Lompoc Upland 
and Lompoc Terrace have changed in 
response to pumping from wells within 
these areas, and from wells in the Lom­ 
poc Plain A depression in the contours 
in the Lompoc Upland is related to the 
northern well field at Vandenberg 


Village. Well levels in (one test well 
given a number) in the Lompoc Upland 
have declined steadily since the well was 
drilled in 1948. 
— Data on several deep wells in the 
Lompoc Upland indicate that water 
levels have declined as much as 15 feet 
since 1948. Water levels declined about 
15 feet near the Vandenberg Village and 
Mission Hills well fields since the early 
1960s 
— About 25,000 acre feet of decrease in 
water storage occurred beneath the 
Lompoc Upland during the period 1946- 
'72 
— The commission members indicated 
that they also felt the present severe 
drought cycle would appear to lend even 
greater urgency to the problem. 


Younger, an unannounced Republican 
candidate for governor and a member of 
the commission which must ratify her 
appointment, later insisted at a news 
conference that he had no political 
motivations in making the Feb 12 letter 
public. 
He said he did so because its ultimate 
disclosure is required by law and that 
Ms. Bird, a member of Gov.

Asked whether he considered her 
qualified. Younger replied: 
“ I don’t 
know I ’ll let you know after I hear the 
evidence ” 
“ My vote will not be a political vote,” 
he said. “ I will rule on what I regard as 
relevant material available to the com­ 
mission The question is, is she qualified 
to serve as chief justice and that’s the 
only relevant question ” 
Earlier, Mahoney confirmed that he 
had written a letter to the commission 
but refused to discuss its contents.

An opponent of the proposed county 
split Wednesday lashed out at the 
proposal in a speech laced with satire 
and delivered with oratorical vigor. 
Howard E. Hager spoke before an 
audience of about 40 persons convened in 
Lompoc Library under the auspices of 
the American Association of University 
Women. Dianne Owens, program 
chairperson for AAUW, said Hager is a 
professor in business administration at 
Golden Gate U niversity School of 
Management and an instructor in 
economics at Allan Hancock and La 
Verne colleges. 
Hager accused the Santa Maria 
Chamber of Commerce “ Summary 
Report." with committing “ Statistical 
booboos. charades and folly, hopscotch 
budget building and one-time hits and 
runs," in its espousal of the county split 
proposal 
“ In brief," Hager declared, “ the 
chamber of commerce study deserves 
great suspect as to accuracy and takes 
high marks for statistical inaccuracies 
and bias.” 
Hager handed out copies of the 
chamber report, along with his own 
research material, which fie said had 
been written in partnership with his 
wife. Eleanor B. Hager. Mrs. Hager was 
on hand and sat only two seats from 
Alice Floyd, wife of Paul Floyd, former 
county auditor-controller. It was Floyd 
who compiled a feasibility study on the 
county split while he was still in office. 
Hager praised the Floyd study. 
As proposed by the Santa Maria group 
the county would be split at Gaviota with 
the north section to be called Los Padres 
and to include the Lompoc and Santa 
Ynez valleys and Cachuma. 
Hager said “ It’s obvious that most of 
the Santa Maria Chamber of Commerce 
Committee savings come about by cut­ 
ting staff; reducing salaries; reducing 
and-or eliminating current county ser­ 
vices.” 
Hager said it would cost $4 million on a 
“ conservative" basis to “ start up" Los 
Padres County. $260,000 annually for 20 
years to pay the interest on the $4 million 
bond, and still another $105,000 annually 
for a sinking fund. 
Hager said Floyd’s study projected a 
first-year tax rate for the new county at 
$4 31 per $100 of assessed value, com­ 
pared to the Santa Maria Chamber of 
Commerce Committee’s figure of $3 44. 
Hager said the chamber figure would ac­ 
tually be $3 77 when the committee’s 
budget was “ corrected for a few of its in­ 
accuracies and questionable reduc­ 
tions.” 
Hager danced up the aisle running 
through the audience area, jabbed at the 
air with his pointer to emphasize a point, 
threw back his head, rolled his eyes and 
alternately smiled and reeled in mock 
horror. He likened the county split 
proposal to a divorce between a couple 
that had been married a long time, and 
selected a man and woman m the 
audience as the two marital adversaries. 
Hager said each of the individuals would 
want to see that the split of assets was 
equitable and then speculated that 
maybe as in real life divorce discussions, 
the north and south county segments 
would stay together after all as the most 
practical course of action. 
Hager said proponents would have to 
get the signatures of only 7 5 per cent of 
the county’s registered voters in the 
north county, on petitions seeking the 


split in order to put the question to an 
election. That would be 11,425 signatures 
according to Hager Hager said the elec­ 
tion process would cost about $300,000 
“ even if the county split fails.” 
Hager said he spoke for himself and 
his wife, and that they were financing 
their campaign of opposition out of their 
own pockets. He said they had already 
spent more than $200. 


Mrs Owens said the AAUW had sent 
invitations to a wide variety of com­ 
munity organizations to attend the ses­ 
sion to hear Hager. 


One of those that sent observers was 
the Vandenberg Village Association. To­ 
day. the association issued the following 
statement through the president, John 
Sherman: “ After studying the Floyd 
report last summer, the VVA had to 
agree that the split was unfeasible. We 
still believe it People should understand 
that if they sign the Santa Maria 
Chamber of Commerce petition, they are 
encouraging an election that could cost 
the taxpayers as much as $300,000 no 
matter what the result. If the split went 
through it would probably require 
millions of dollars in long term debt for 
both the north and south and an in­ 
creased tax ra te ." 
In her introductions last night, Mrs 
Owens said the AAUW hoped to have a 
future forum with both proponents and 
opponents on the same program.

Lethal injection bill passes 


OKLAHOMA CITY (U PI) — The sponsor of a bill that would ex­ 
ecute condemned crim inals in Oklahoma by lethal injection said 
that method would be m ore humane and more likely to pass a court 
test than electrocution. 
The bill was reconsidered and passed for a second tim e, 26-20, in 
the Oklahoma Senate Wednesday and now goes to the House. 
Gov. David Boren has said he has no objection to the bill, but 
House Speaker Bill W illis, D-Tahlequah, has said he has reserva­ 
tions, making the bill’s future uncertain. 


Legion disease tests negative' 


ATLANTA (U PI) — The national Center for Disease Control said 
Wednesday initial laboratory tests have uncovered no evidence 
that the death of two CDC employes was linked to the Legion­ 
naire’s bacterium . 
“We have completed direct m icroscopic exam ination of tissues 
from the two victim s for Legionnaire’s disease ... those exam ina­ 
tions were negative,” said Don Berreth, a spokesman for the CDC. 
The initial lab tests were, however, “ very prelim inary,” said 
Berreth. 
But, he said the tests m eant it was “ less likely their (the 
em ployes’ ) deaths were connected with the Legion d isease." 


Tuna limits held industry peril

Widows don’t have to prove 
dependency to collect their 
husband's benefits. 
Leon G o ld fa rb found a 
lawyer, and a three-judge court 
agreed that making men prove 
dependency but not requiring 
the same thing from women is 
u n c o n s t i t u t i o n a l 
sex 
discrim ination 
It said the 
government can make both — 
or neither — surviving hus­ 
b a n d s and w i v e s p r o v e 
dependency. 
W ednesday, the Supreme 
Court upheld the decision on a 
5-4 vote, with four justices rul­ 
ing Mrs 
Goldfarb was dis­ 
criminated against because her 
contributions didn't result in 
the same range of benefits ac­ 
corded those of her m ale 
coworkers. 
Justice John Paul Stevens

Sally Teeple 
and Donald Fletcher. Chooping fish and squid for the 
stew, keeping the area clean, and handing out samples 
were Erin George. Tina Carmack, Becky Tyler and 
Bob Fletcher. Evelyn Hilden, leader, supervised. 
The fish stew booth received superior ratings in all 
classifications by both the judges One stated “ the 
booth is fantastic!” 


Cioppino — A Fish Stew 
1« cup olive oil or salad oil 
1 medium onion, finely chopped 
1 clove garlic, minced 
1 can <1 lb 12 oz ) tomatoes 
2 cans (8 ounces each) tomato sauce 
2 packages < 1 * * ounces each) spaghetti sauce mix 
1 teaspoon seasoned salt 


1 1 teaspoon seasoned pepper 
2 cups water 
1 cup dry white wine (optional) 


* 1 * 2 pounds fish fillets cut in large chunks 
1 doz squid cleaned without tentacles and quill 


Heat oil in large Dutch oven or kettle on medium 
heat Add onion and garlic and cook until tender Add 
tomatoes, tomato sauce, spaghetti sauce mix, 
seasoned salt, seasoned pepper, and water. Cover pan 
and bring to boil on high heat; switch to low heat and 
simmer 30 minutes, stirring occasionally. Add wine, 
rockfish and squid 
Cover and simmer about 15 
minutes stirring occasionally Serve in large bowls 
with chunks of heated French bread. Makes about 6 
servings 
*Firm-fleshed fillets such as halibut, shark, perch, 
cod. etc . may be used Shrimp, lobster, clams, mus­ 
sels and crabs in the shell may also be added

2 tbsps cooking oil 
Marinate 1 z hour Arrange on broiler pan Broil 3 to 4 
inches from heat 10 to 15 minutes 
Baste with 
remaining marinade Also great barbecued 


Sweet-Sour Shark 
4 shark fillets or steaks, about 14 pounds 


1 onion, chopped 
I tablespoon oil 
I cup catsup 
cup vinegar 


I I teaspoon salt 
1 (134 ounce) can pineapple chunks 
14 tablespoons cornstarch 
1 green pepper 
Thaw fish, if frozen. Cook onion in oil until tender 
but not browned. Add catsup, vinegar and salt Drain 
pineapple chunks and blend 4 cup of the syrup with 
cornstarch. Stir into sauce and cook, stirring constant­ 
ly. until smooth and thickened 
If using fish fillets, start at narrow ends and roll up. 
place side by side in frypan. If fish is cut into steaks, 
just lay in frypan. Pour sauce around fish Simmer for 
25 to 30 minutes. Cut green pepper into squares and 
spoon around fish along with pineapple chunks Cook 5 
minutes longer. Makes 4 servings. 


Sea Urchin Appetizer 
Remove sea urchin roe from shell. Lay fingers of roe 
on crushed ice Garnish with wedges of lime and lemon 
and parsley. Serve on picks with a sprinkle of lime or 
lemon juice 
Also delicious served on a buttered 
square of fresh warm bread 


Salsa De Calomar 
1 pound whole squid, cleaned 
4 cup olive or salad oil 
4 cup flour 
3 cloves garlic, crushed 
4 cup chopped parsley 
4 cups squid juice (or clam juice or water) 
salt and pepper 
4 dry white wine (optional) 
Cut squid mantle into 4-inch rings and tentacles into 
small pieces. Simmer in salted water to cover for 5 to 
10 minutes Save liquid. 
Saute garlic in hot oil Stir in flour and cook slowly 
until well blended Add parsley. Slowly stir in 4 cups 
squid juice (or liquid to make 4 cups). 
Cook over medium heat until thickened Add squid, 
salt and pepper to taste, and wine Serve over cooked 
spaghetti Makes about 4 cups sauce to serve 6 


Steamed Mussels 
Scrub outside of mussel shells to remove all sand 
and other loose material. 
Put in a large kettle 1 tablespoon butter. 1 chopped 
onion, 1 rib celery, chopped, and 4 oup white wine or 
water. Fill kettle with scrubbed mussels, cover with 
tight fitting lid and place over moderate heat Simmer 
until all mussels gape (open), approximately 3 to 7 
minutes. 
Remove mussels. Let liquid settle to separate sand 
and sediment Use broth for dipping mussels or in 
cooking

The water-saving proposal 
will be presented by SMID 
M an a g e r- S e c re ta ry 
Leo 
Mathiasen who said it had been 
prepared in cooperation with 
Thomas M Petersen, manager 
of the Santa Ynez River Water 
Conservation District 
The outline noted that “ volun­ 
tary water conservation should 
be the goal of all water 
customers within SMID as well 
as the Santa Ynez Valley not 
only on a short term basis dur­ 
ing the current drought but 
should become a way of life as 
water shall continually be in 
diminishing supply. If supply 
and demand cannot be satisfied 
through voluntary conserva­ 
tion. mandated programs will 
be required " 
Mathiasen noted that water 
storage in Lake Cachuma as of 
Jan 31 was 139.000 acre feet 
with the annual safe yield now 
pegged at approximately 24.000 
acre feet per year 
“ District’s Santa Ynez River 
wells should be able to produce 
at maximum for the 1977 year 
as underground storage is full 
as evidenced by our well logs 
(monthly) and the live stream 
flowing in the vicinity of the 
wells at this time." he continued 
He also noted that district, 
"if possible." should increase 
its pumping capability prior to 
summer water demands to 
become more self-sufficient 
and also to reduce the demands 
of SM ID on Improvement 
District No 1 of the SYRWCD 
and free a portion of the water 
district s available supply for 
other users 
Mathiasen in the outline 
pointed out that a combined 
program of the SYRW CD. 
Improvement District. Buelltor 
Community Services District 
and SMID “ has been discussed 
as the most effective approach 
A ‘joint effort’ would also be 
less costly to each entity 
He also suggested publication 
of water saving tips and the 
mailing to water users of a 
“ Watei Conservation at Home 
booklet 
Mathiasen also called for the 
launching of a water conserva­ 
tion educational program in the 
schools 
Water conservation kits, he 
declared, can be effective in 
conserving water both in the 
home and in many commercial 
enterprises—“ motels for ex­ 
ample." 


He said the kits normally con­ 
sist of devices to displace or 
trap a portion of the water in a 
toilet 
tank 
reducing 
each 
“ flush by approximately a half 
a gallon of water, shower and 
faucet restrictors, dye tablets 
and a booklet Mathiasen said 
Goleta has a kit that contains 
two quart plastic bottles, a 
shower nozzle restrictor. two 
dye tablets and a booklet 
costing between $1 50 to $2 
each 
He reported that Goleta has

Saturday and again (-0.2) at 4:22 p.m. Sunday Other good minus 
tides will occur Thursday (-0.5 foot at 2:51 p.m ) and Friday (-0.6- 
foot at 3:19 p.m.). 
Aside from digging for Pismo clams, the prin­ 
cipal activities will be a parade in Pismo Beach 
beginning at 10:30 a.m. Saturday and free clam 
chowder in the pier parking lot beginning about 1' 
p.m. Sunday. 
Prizes will be awarded for the largest Pismo 
clams taken during the year. 
Entertainment Saturday will include the Ink 
Spots. Freddie Martin and his band will appear 
on Sunday. 
Department of Fish and Game wardens will have little chance to 
enjoy the festivities. They’ll be keeping an eye on clam diggers to 
make sure they observe the 44-inch size limit, the bag limit of 10 
and the necessity of carrying an accurate measuring device. And, 
oh yes, they will want to see your fishing license if you are 16 years 
of age or older. 


Lopez Lake received a rare planting of 6,000 trout this week, and 
fishermen are pulling out limits from the shore and in boats The 
trout are ranging from 8-12 inches and floating cheese and salmon 
eggs seem to work best. 
Not too many bass have been caught lately, but signs of the 
fishing picking up were good when a 74-pounder was pulled out. 
Crappie are still hitting good at Cachuma The place found to 
have the most success is the north shore of the lake, heading into 
the narrows. No one time of day has been proven to be best. 
Trout fishing still draws most of the fishermen to the lake, 
though. The weekly plant was held yesterday, with 4.000 quarter- 
pounders being dumped in. The average size fish caught this week 
dropped to a quarter of a pound Out by the dam. trollers are hav­ 
ing moderate success using needle fish. 
Bass are hitting in the early morning and late evening on plugs 
In the daylight hours the best bet is night crawlers TTie average 
bass weighed in this week at two pounds. 


Last week’s rain that was supposed to help salmon fishing turned 
out to be a fluke, as the search for salmon goes on. Water 
temperature outside of both Port San Luis and Santa Barbara is 
just about right for fishing, and the winds that started kicking up 
this week should get the water even cooler One salmon was 
hooked Sunday out of Avila but was lost 
Even the rockfishing is suffering because of the high winds 
Fishermen at both ports have been blown back in every day this 
week. 
With a general letdown in fishing, the most exciting things going 
on now at Port San Luis are the weekly whale watches. Last Sun­ 
day’s trip was a success, with the pleasure boat getting within 40 
feet of a huge mammal. 
The whales are migrating. The species has been identified as the 
Calilornia gray whale, which is between 45 and 50 feet long The 
next trips are Sunday, with one at 9 a m the other at noon. 


This is the year for trout fishing, says the Department of Fish 
and Game, because trout stocking will come earlier what with lit­ 
tle runoff and warmer temperatures. This should make trout 
fishing much better than usual this spring in many northern and 
central California waters. 
This will reduce the number of trout in some hatcheries where 
water quality could be a problem later in the year 
Stocking will begin immediately — and at rates heavier than nor­ 
mal — in lakes and reservoirs where there is sufficient water, and 
will continue as long as conditions permit. Most California lakes 
and reservoirs are open for angling all year. 


Seven tule elk were released last week onto Grizzly Island 
Wildlife Area. Solano County, in an attempt to establish a new herd 
of the native California animal 
There were two adult males, three adult cows, a subadult male 
and a yearling male in the group 
The elk had been rounded up earlier in the day at the Tule Elk 
Preserve near Bakersfield, where approximately 60 elk roam a 
950-acre site. On Grizzly Island the elk will have access to more 
than 8,000 acres of wildlife refuge run by the DFG 
Once the predominant form of animal life in the Centr^j Valley, 
the tule elk was nearly wiped out in the 1800’s by fur traders arid 
market hunters. Efforts to save the animal began in the latter half 
of the 19th century, and today there are nearly 700 tule elk at 
selected locations in California 
Six tule elk were released last month on the Concord Naval 
Weapons Station wildlife refuge. Contra Costa County Others are 
located at San Luis National Wildlife Refuge near Los Banos. 
Merced County <20-25 animals); Cache Creek. Colusa County <80- 
100); and the remainder in the Owens Valley, Inyo County.

— B E SSIE 
D EAR PO LLY — I was once “done in” by a little boy who 
whipped a marking pen out of his pocket during Sunday School 
and marked my wool dress. The ink was permanent, but turn­ 
ed out to be soluble in alcohol Maybe Wendy will find this a 
help with her daughter’s dress — LOIS. 
DEAR LOIS and other readers — Do test the effect of the 
alcohol first. It causes some colors to run, and do not use it on 
acetate. — PO LLY. 
D EAR PO LLY — Recently I made a discovery that I think 
will be of interest to other homemakers. When washing tile 
floors, and you wish to remove the wax, put a cup of washing 
(not baking) soda in a quart of hot water to dissolve it. Let 
stand for five minutes This is easier than using any stripper I 
have ever tried and the floor is whiter. It is also economical. 
Even a large box of washing soda is still quite inexpensive — 
FLO. 
D EAR PO LLY — If you want an attractive picture frame in 
a hurry, use any kind of wood trim such as chair rail molding, 
etc. Mfitre the corners and glue or nail together Rub the raw 
wood with regular chalk and polish with a wax type brown 
shoe polish and shine. No waiting for varnish and stain to dry 
and the frame has a slightly antiqued look. - MRS R.V. 
D EAR PO LLY — Those who like extra width on the window 
ledge for plants can adjust a spring type sash curtain rod 
Position it even with the top edge of the lower sash This adds 
enough space for the flower pots — MARY.

We view with growing alarm 
the recent appointments of 
Supervisor Robert Hedlund to 
a highly sensitive advisory 
committee on water problems 
for the County of Santa Bar­ 
bara. 
Three of his appointments, 
Mr. R obert H ibbits, M rs. 
Dorothy Robinson and Mr. 
William H. Cooper, were the 
leading advocates of the Tax­ 
payers Against the Dam, an 
organization that led the fight 
to destroy the development of 
supplemental water for Lom­ 
poc Valley with the construc­ 
tion of the Narrows Dam 
facility. 
The County Water Advisory 
C o m m ittee 
w as 
fo rm ed 
several years ago to advise the 
County Water Agency on all 
m atters regarding future 
water development in the 
Count y wi t h p a r t i c u l a r 
emphasis on how to procede on 
the State Water Project com­ 
mitment for which this County 
has been paying for some 
period of time. 
It is difficult for us to 
believe that the philosophies of 
the three appointm ents as 


The three appointees more 
closely match the philosophy 
of the South County committee 
m em bers who have, con­ 
sistently, opposed any viable 
water development program 
in order to m aintain their 
dedicated no-growth positions. 
Tim is growing short in this 
Valley for supplemental water 
source development. It is get­ 
ting serious. Only recently, a 
Hedlund appointment on the 
P l a n n i n g 
C o m m i s s i o n 
questioned the construction of 
multiple units at Vandenberg 
Village on the basis of an 
alleged water shortage. If this 
is true, what is being done to 
assure water availability? Vir­ 
tually nothing over the past 20 
years.

A firearm can transform a pet­ 
ty thief or a burglar into an armed rob­ 
ber. or worse, a murderer or at least 
som eone who m ay 
choose to settle his or 
her problems with a 
gun. 
But there was also a 
television set stolen 
from the same home. 
T h at fa c t s tir r e d 
speculation of a dif­ 
ferent type. Readers 
may recall that there 
has been a virtual rash 
of te le v isio n se ts 
reported stolen in re­ 
cent weeks. Many of 
the sets have been of 
the color type. 
Was the burglar who 
got the guns, maybe 
really going into the 
home in a hunt for television sets? And 
then he saw the guns? Veteran police of­ 
ficers theorize that the rash of tv thefts 
may indicate a professional thief with 
good connections, meaning he has a 
fence waiting with cash in hand One in­ 
vestigator theorizes that the sets are be­ 
ing collected and taken from the area, 
either by a fence who provides “curb- 
sid e" service, or by the thieves 
themselves. A van could be used to tran­ 
sport the sets to another county or even 
another state, but at least one officer 
doubts it. He tends to feel an ordinary 
passenger car would probably be used 
because it would be less suspected TTie 
rear trunk of a full-sized car would hold 
several sets and if they were color and in 
good condition, the payload would meet 
the primary requirements of the thieves. 
All this leads to the general discussion 
of burglary. Burglary is when someone 
enters your home to steal some of your 
property. There are several times more 
burglaries occurring each month than 
are recorded in new spapers. This 
reporter has tried to use the cutoff factor 
of $200 in value for use in crime stories 
unless there are other factors that make 
the burglary of less than that amount of 
great interest. There are a number of 
reasons for this qualification. There are 
so many small burglaries reported that 
no newspaper can assure anyone that all 
will be reported. Additionally, and pos­ 
sibly more importantly, a glut of small 
burglaries tends to turn readers off. A 
big burglary on the other hand is read by 
a majority of readers. 
Having said all this, it should be noted 
that a burglary involving the theft of five 
cents makes the perpetrator just as 
liable before the law as a burglary in­ 
volving $1 million. 
By the same token, the victim of a 
burglary involving the loss of five cents 
is just as shaken by the experience as 
though the loss were much greater.

entire society is prone to consider the 
size or value of the loot taken in a 
burglary in assessing the punishment we 
would mete out to the thief. There’s no 
question but what some elements of our 
society look with awe on the thief who 
gets away with a $1 million worth of loot 
and at the same time looks with disdain 
on the petty thief, that’s of course if me 
and thee are not the victims. We even 
have a nam e for another type of 
criminal: we refer to a certain type of 
thief as a sneak thief. That’s to reflect. I 
guess, some special kind of disgust. To 
paraphrase Gertrude Stein, a thief is a 
thief is a thief. 


In all this there are a couple of com­ 
mon denominators. When we talk about 
burglars, we’re also talking about vic­ 
tims. There are victims who are heavily 
insured and who are able to recover 
some of the loss from the insurance com­ 
pany 
I venture to say, however, that most of 
the victims we’re talking about in the 
Lompoc area have no insurance and no 
way to recoup the losses to burglars. And 
many of them are probably living on fix­ 
ed or marginal incomes. 
Many of those who have read this far, 
probably are expecting some answers 
Well, there are none 
The burglaries continue despite the 
diligent efforts of police. As an in­ 
dividual with a unique window on the law 
enforcement effort. 1 can say without 
qualification that the investigators are 
doing their utmost to solve crime and put 
thieves in jail. 
Maybe private citizens should do more 
not only in helping curb crime or to solve 
it once it occurs, but also in a larger 
sense in trying to make life more 
worthwhile for all. 
I’m optimistic enough to believe that 
people around me are doing that

Washington Merry-go-round by Jack Anderson and Les Whitten 
Hughes courted foreign landlords 


WASHINGTON - The late Howard 
Hughes, on the run from a tax investiga­ 
tion in the United States, used his enor­ 
mous wealth to court landlords abroad. 
First, he flew to the Bahamas where 
he dangled the dollars in front of Prime 
M in iste r L ynden P in d lin g . 
The 
billionaire offered to 
bail out a bankrupt 
hotel and operate it as 
a luxury casino in the 
Bahamas. As part of 
the deal, he spoke of 
“ financial 
support’’ 
fo r 
th e 
p rim e 
minister. 
This reference in the 
secret Hughes papers 
in d ic a te s th a t the 
money would go to 
Pindling personally. 
But spokesm an . for 
both the P in d lin g 
government and the 
Hughes organization 
vigorously denied it. 
Any such offer, they 
said, must have meant “ financial sup­ 
port” for the Bahamas, not Pindling per­ 
sonally They point out that, in any case. 
Hughes never opened the casino 
Hughes’ next home away from home 
was Managua. Nicaraguua, which is the 
fiefdom of Anastasio Somoza TTie pot­ 
bellied ruler controls every profitable in­ 
dustry in his tiny nation, from cattle 
farms and hotels to laundromats and 
houses of prostitution He has an interest 
in the shoe factories, the cigarette com­ 
panies. even the parking meters. TTie 
Somoza family has acquired just about 
half the country’s private property. 
Hughes offered to help the Big Banana 
save another of his pet businesses. 
Nicaragua's national airline A secret 
m em o, outlining the airline deal, 
reminded Hughes pointedly: “ Nicaragua 
could be your alternate home.” All 
Somoza would require, the m emo 
suggested, would be “ a 12-hour notice.” 
The late tycoon never ever made it as 
far as Costa Rica. But President Jose 
Figueres. who was reported to be having 
personal financial difficulties, was at­ 
tracted to someone so solvent. Early in 
1974. he invited the financial fugitive 
Robert Vesco to hide out in Costa Rica. 
Of course, el Presidente expected Vesco 
to bring his ill-gotten millions along with 
him 
Figueres also began to feel the same 
strange attraction for Hughes. On March 
4. 1974, Figueres wrote to the rec luse on 
presidential stationery. “ I have read 
about you." he began. “ I know you have 
no problem of residence in any country 
at this time, but nevertheless I want to 
offer you the hospitality of Costa Rica. 
“Our country offers a wholesome 
climate and a great deal of individual 
freedom with security.” The letter was 
delivered to Hughes, along with a memo 
from his attorney, Chester Davis, 
pointing out that Vesco had already 
made the move from the Bahamas to 
Costa Rica 
But Hughes remained in the Bahamas 
where he apparently received en-

couragem ent from 
Prim e Minister 
Pindling. The secret Hughes papers con­ 
tain several references to Pindling 
familiarly as the PM. 
An August 6, 1974 letter from Hughes 
to Davis finally got down to cases. 
“ Regarding the Honorable PM.” wrote 
Hughes. “ I truly admire his courage and 
the actions he has been brave enough to 
take.” Presumably, this was a reference 
to Pindling’s favorable attitude toward 
Hughes and his projects. 
“ I urge you to tell him this,” Hughes 
instructed his attorney. “ I would like to 
be of assistance. The question is: How 
much assistance does he need and how 
quickly? 
“ It is very obvious to me. and I say 
again that he has been very courageous, 
and we both know this costs money, or 
credit, or financial support in one way or 
another. I repeat, how much of this does 
he need and on what kind of tim e 
schedule?" 
The secret papers indicate that Pindl­ 
ing was willing to deal with Hughes, but 
the negotiations eventually broke down. 
The phantom industrialist next appeared 
in N ic a ra g u a , w h e re he se t up 
housekeeping on an entire hotel floor 
provided by Somoza 
Later. Hughes 
m o v e d 
in to S o m o z a ’s p r iv a te 
headquarters. 
The billionaire reciprocated for this 
royal treatm ent in cold cash, buying 25 
per cent of Somoza’s airline. When 
Somoza sought more financial support 


from Hughes, it merely strengthened the 
bond between them. 
A top Hughes aide wrote warmly: 
“ Meeting with Somoza, invite him as 
H.R.H.’s guest to Las Vegas or any other 
big city in the U.S. Fly him in an exec, 
type jet.” 
Unhappily. Somoza was losing money 
on his airline, which was paying $65,000 a 
month on a British loan. Hughes was in­ 
formed. But the men around Hughes 
found Somoza to be their kind of dictator. 
“ Somoza is a benevolent dictator, and 
he is still the most popular ruler in Latin 
America.” a top aide wrote glowingly to 
Hughes “ He has excellent connections 
in the United States on both sides — 
Democratic and Republican.” 
But the higher Somoza’s airliners 
soared, the lower the profits plunged. To 
intice more cash from Hughes. Samoza 
offered him an interest in a plywood fac­ 
tory. pharmaceutical plant or real es­ 
tate Samoza’s requests placed a strain 
on the friendship between the dictator 
and the billionaire. “ The G eneral 
(Somoza) called today, and I did not take 
the call,” an aide reported “ He obvious­ 
ly wants to know your reaction to our 
meeting 
“ Since he feels he is in deep financial 
trouble with (the airline) — do you want 
to bail out and forefeight (sic) your 
stock’’ Are you interested in helping him 
financially save the airline?” 
As a refuge for billionaires, banana 
republics can be expensive. 


Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
Senate treated 
Warnke shabbily 
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WASHINGTON - If the stance of the 
Senate armed services committee is 
taken at face value, they are saying that 
anyone who believes in arm s control 
should not be confirmed as head of the 
arm s control agency and chief negotiator 
with the Soviet Union. 'Hiese are men 
whose views are set in concrete rein­ 
forced by the Pen­ 
tagon and President 
Eisenhower’s 
military-industrial 
complex. 
That is the thrust of 
their opposition to kill 
the appointm ent of 
Paul C. Warnke to be 
head of arm s control 
and try to negotiate a 
SALT II agreement. 
They, or more likely 
their back-room assis­ 
tants. have combed 
e v e ry w o rd th a t 
Warnke has spoken or 
written in the hope of 
finding clues to his 
conviction that slow­ 
ing the arm s race through mutual and 
secure understanding is not impossible 
The heavy propaganda guns of the old- 
time hardliners have been turned on out­ 
side the committee room. The aim is to 
show that Wamke’s rail for unilateral 
restraint — up to a point — is a call for 
unilateral disarmement 
By all current tallies, their efforts are 
in vain The 15 to 1 vote in the Senate 
foreign relations committee, which has 
jurisdiction, is a clear signal. 
But beyond that the nose count in the 
Senate shows that Wamke’s approval 
will be by a vote of 70 and perhaps as 
high as 80 
That will frustrate the opposition, 
which had hoped to hold the approval 
vote to under two-thirds of the Senate. 
They had hoped for this so that, if and 
when an agreement should come up for 
ratification, the same opponents could 
say this is obviously invalid because it 
was negotiated by a man who could not 
gain the support of even the majority, 
two-thirds, necessary to ratify a treaty. 
Warnke has conducted himself with a 
calm straightforward response to the 
heckling by committee members. The 
hecklers did not hesitate to distort and 
take out of context remarks on arms 
proliferation and control made by 
Warnke over the past eight years since 
he has been out of government. It has 
been a shabby performance from start to 
finish. 
Not a little of the credit for the 
likelihood of a vote above the two-thirds 
goes to Sen Alan Cranston. D-Calif.. 
majority whip of the Senate He has been 
tireless in his efforts to bring the 
waverers around And as a veteran nose- 
m unter. long before he became whip his 
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figures on the totals in the final vote are 
to be respected. 
Telephone calls from the president to 
key senators are also a factor. Confirma­ 
tion of Warnke by a healthy majority 
was vital for C arter following the 
debacle over Theodore Sorensen to be 
director of the CIA If Warnke had been 
forced to withdraw or had m erely 
squeaked through, all future White 
House appoitments would have been in 
jeopardy. 
Much was made in the attack on 
Warnke that having been “ soft” on arm s 
control, or so it was alleged, the Soviets 
thoroughly familiar with his record 
would take advan tag e of him as 
negotiator. 
This could be argued another way. The 
opposition having pressed him so hard 
and so publicly, he will begin his task 
with a large measure of constraint, the 
hardliners in the Senate constantly 
breathing down his neck preparatory to 
attacking whatever understanding he 
might bring before them 
It must seem at times to a dispas­ 
sionate observer that the whole arm s 
control effort is an empty charade. While 
SALT did make some progress, the race 
has gone on in spite of the temporary 
halt on offensive weapons, which expires 
in October of this year. 
The United States has continued to 
develop ever more costly and lethal 
nuclear delivery systems such as the Tri­ 
dent submarine and the B-l bomber. 
And. if one believes the hard-liners, 
presumably the Soviet Union is keeping 
up with or even exceeding the American 
pace. 
If the Warnke opposition has ac­ 
complished nothing else, it has accen­ 
tuated the fear that hangs like a cloud 
over any attempt to abate the arm s race 
It is part of the irrationality of our age of 
unreason 
One must grant that the senators tak­ 
ing the hard-line position have honest 
opinions But they can know about as 
much of the fantastically complex 
weapons of the last third of this century 
as let’s say. Amy Carter Science has 
overreached mankind 
President Carter has at least a work­ 
ing knowledge of the atom and the sub­ 
marine. thanks to his service in the 
Navv That is one reason for his con­ 
fidence in Warnke in the post to which he 
named him. And in the last analysis, the 
linal decision on disarmament in any 
new agreem ent will come down to 
Carter himself

No unanimity 


You probably have heard the story 
about the executive vice president of a 
large corporation who had been stricken 
ill and was going through his mail in the 
hospital. 
He came across a card from the cor­ 
porate offices which read, “ By a vote of 
12 to 9, the Board of 
Directors wishes you a 
speedy recovery.” 
That story crossed 
my m ind T uesday 
night when the City 
Council, meeting for 
the first time under a 
new agreem ent with 
the board of trustees, 
held its public session 
in the administrative 
building of Lompoc 
U n i f i e d 
S c h o o l 
District. 
Toward the end of 
the meeting City At­ 
torney Alan Davidson 
asked the council to 
authorize him to draft 
an ordinance formalizing the change of 
meeting place. 
When the vote was taken, it was not un­ 
animous. Mayor E.C. Stevens and Coun- 
cilmen Joe Valencia and Charles Ward 
favored the change, while Council women 
Charlotte Benton and Elinor Lefkowitz 
opposed. 
The last time it was proposed to 
change the meeting place from City Hall 
to the school facility, the vote went the 
other way. This was about a year and a 
half ago when the council had Art Scott 
and Emil Scolari as members instead of 
Valencia and Ward. 


The audience was not unanimous in its 
feelings tow ard the move, either. 
Several complained after the meeting 
that they could not hear in the back of the 
room. There also were reports that the 
sound was not being picked up as well on 
television as it had been at City Hall — 
which at times was marginal. 
Something needs to be done about the 
feedback problem, but my personal 
evaluation of the change of meeting 
place is that it is an improvement. 
The question of comfort cannot be 
denied, and for me personally it was 
easier to hear the council members than 
at City Hall. Furtherm ore, I appreciated 
being able to walk out of the meeting 
with my feet warmly comfortable in­ 
stead of on the brink of frostbite as they 
were the last time the council gathered 
at City Hall. I am just now recovering 
from a chest cold that I am sure must 
have been aggravated, if not initiated, by 
some four hours in that drafty old barn 
used for council chambers. 


If it hasn’t been adequately explained 
already. Councilman Ward wants to 
reiterate that he is NOT against prayer. 
Follow-up discussion after his rem ark 
that the invocation be eliminated from 
the council’s agenda led me to believe 
that it was made as a serious recommen­ 
dation. and I reported it that way in a 
story on a meeting the council held to 
discuss ways of streamlining the agenda. 
Councilman Ward says he made it as a 
facetious remark, however, and had no 
intention of suggesting that the invoca­ 
tion be cut out. 
He does feel, however, that the 
prayers could be more brief and to the 
point. There is no need to sermonize in 
the invocation, which some ministers on 
occasion have done, he said. 
When reminded by Pastor Richard 
Lewis of the First Southern Baptist 
Church that the prayers were offered on 
the council’s behalf, Ward replied Tues­ 
day night. “ I am aware of what my 
responsibilities are and I don’t need a 
preponderance of words to remind me of 
them .” 
Just what would be an ideal length for 
an invocation at the council meeting? 
Councilman Ward suggests something 
along the line of how long it takes to say 
the Pledge of Allegiance to the Flag 
The prayers are offered in rotation by 
members of the Lompoc Ministerial As­ 
sociation. It will be interesting to see 
what effect the dialogue on the subject 
has on the future invocations. 
One thing is certain. For a while, at 
least, the prayers are likely to get more 
attention paid to their content — as well 
as length — than they ever have before. 
Perhaps the council should count its 
blessings As someone pointed out during 
the mid-session break at Tuesday night's 
m eeting, the late P e te r M arshall, 
chaplain of the U S Senate, sometimes 
prayed for as long as 30 minutes at the 
opening of those sessions.
